In addition to Mrs. Wakefield 
who was formerly secretary for 
County Recorder Ruby McFar- 
land, County Coroner Ed Abbey 
and for the Bank of America, in 
the News Service office, there is 
John. Brady, who does_ photo- 
graphy and is publicity commis- 
sioner for the Associated Stu- 
dents. Jim Davis of Bellflower, 
recently joined the staff as sports 
reporter. He is also managing 
editor of the El Don, and was 
sports reporter for the paper last 
semester. 

Third member of the staff is 
Barbara Kramp of Anaheim who 
is former publicity commissioner 
for the Associated Students, and 
is editor of the 1957 Del Ano, 
college yearbook: Miss Kramp is 
fall semester president of the 
Associated Women Students.
